AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 


FIGHTING FOR NO 


ADDED TERRITORY 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TEUEGRAMl 


London, April 4.—Count Stephen 


Tisz, the 
Hungarian premier, 
is 


quoted in dispatches from Budapest, 
according to the Exchange Telegraph 
company's correspondent at Amster- 
dam, 
as stating in an interview with 


journalists that Austria-Hungary is 
not fighting to secure new territory 
in Europe but merely is united with 
Germany in a struggle until a fair 
and satisfactory conclusion is reach- 
ed. "That is all we want," he is re- 
ported to have said. 
The 
premier 


denied that Austria is "sick of the 
war," but he admitted that the war 
was long, hard and painful for all.

HINTS FOB PROGRESSIVE FARMERS. 


From Ohio SUt« University "Ag" College. 


Pruning of fruit trees may be con- 


tinued until late in .May if necessary, 
says Prof. Wendell Paddock of the 
horticultural 
department 
of Ohio 


State 
University, 
even 
after 
the 


leaves begin to show, remove limbs 
so that sunlight may filter into all 
parts of the trees. 
Prof. Paddock 


urges all orchardists to apply a dor- 
mant spray at this time especially if 
the trees have just been pruned. The 


ray will aid in destroying the scale 
| which is more prevalent than usual 
' :nul also retard the spread of the 
apple scab. 


With the spring farm work coming 


on rapidly, the problem of housing 
the young pigs with their mothers in 
open runs and colony houses can 
easily be solved by sending to the 
Kxtension department of Ohio State 
I'nlversity for their plans of "A" 
tvpe hog houses. The plans will come 
(omplete with a bill of materials so 
that the structures can be built in a 
>'e\v hours and at an expense of not 
more than 12 or 
15 
dollars. 
The 


hog cots were planned for durability 
and can be used for a number of 
seasons. 
They have been in use at 


a number of experiment stations for 
several years. 


Garden seeds should be already in

boxes in a warm sunny window. As 
soon as the ground can be prepare!

sow beets, carrots, beans, sweet corn 
If rhubarb and asparagus beds are 
desired the roots should be set ou 
in rich ground at this season.

trenches at least 0 inches deep and
